The Cattle Bill now before tho 
liOgialativo OoudcH is designed to put 
tku .end, if poBoiblo, to tho noiarious 
operatidnR of oattle-thieves — those 
pesta of larmers— who bnve destroyod 
a larger amoaat of stock of all kinds 
than all tbe^ wolvos and panthers 
the bonofable member for the Island 
dlBtric'sand his oonstitnentscoald shoot 
and Bkin in the next tea years. Gaogs 
of uon are known to have made oa.x 
tle-Btealirg a trade; following it sys- 
tematioally lor several years, and 
slaaghtering tbe livestook without 
mercy or regard for tho unfonunate 
stock-raiser, who way BOmetimes loft 
pennilesd in con8"qaence of ihoir dop- 
rodations. In I86l a fnrnior at Plara>< 
per PaQ3 landed about fifiy head of 
cattle for brooding poruosos ; ho 
waited fiix years without slaughtering 
an animal, and ut tho end of that 
period bad just twoniy-fivo head of 
stock, all told. Tbo aniinais had do^ 
oroasod in number, and all throuj^h the 
depredations of of a band of cattlcw 
thieves, one of whom was afterwards 
detected and punished. Tho acoouatfl 
of depredations that reaob us now are 
cot BO numerouB aa formerly ; but so 
long as it is kno^n that tho law is not 
a stringent one, temptation is held 
out for tbe oommiaaiou of outrages. 
In Galiforoia the practice was — and 
in Oregon, Idaho and Montana is — to 
to call into reqaieition a rope and a 
limb of a.tree and bang the rnSBans up 
withoat jodge, jury or prayers. Tha 
pjractfbe! has worked well there, be« 
I oaaae the Conrts are in an inchoate 
I state. It rid those communities of 
I dopreddtors and irigbtened off otbors 
^ who might have emalaied their oxam- 
plo. But the state of public opinion 
hero is against Lynch law, c^nd tho 
Government would not tolerate it if tbe 
people would. So we fall back on tbe 
* law of the land,' and tha bill under 
i discussion has been introduced to cure 
tlie evil In a legal mannor. Wo hope it 
will ; but we fear it won't — particularly 
on the Island, where tho chances are tea 
to one against detectifin. Tho bill pro" 
* Tides that if stolen cattle aro recognized 
withia a year sneceediog tbo time of dis^ 
covery, they may on proper p'"oof be 
seized by virtue of a warrant issued by 
any Jnetloe of the Peace and restored lo 
the proper owner. Power is given for 
the ezecation of seai-ch-wnriauts for tbe 
akin or carcase of stolen catiic, and any 
person wilfully branding or murkinj, or 
assisling in any manner the branding or 
marking of slolon cattle, is made liable to 
pay a fine of $250 or go to jail for six: 
months, or both, at the discretion of the 
Magistrate. Tbe thieves are to be proseo 
cuted foc:- felony. All proceedings will 
be taken in a summary manner, and the 
informer or party prosecuting will re- 
ceive half of tbe amount of the penalty 
received^ The law is good — very good, ho 
far as it goes; but it does not go far 
enough.

DIA5I0ND, GOLD— THE AKOrBNT- 'OPHIB. 

The subject most canvassed here at 
present are the continued discovery of 
valuable diamonds, aq indisputable fact — 
but which, strange as it may appear, at- 
tracts but little attention abroad, and 
indeed among tho majority of the colonists 
themsolves; since tho rosoarolies are con 
fined to the natives — and tbo existence of 
p;old fields some distance up the interior- 
Tbo latter caused somo sensation at Orst, 
but tho excitement, like most other gold 
fevers, has considerably subsided. I see 
you have alluded to the Victoria Gold 
Fields in the Colonist, and I should have 
sent you pomo account of them long ago, 
only tho information regarding them has 
been, and still is, so indefinite that I have 
been wailing for something more substan- 
tial to found my statements upon Dr. 
Livingstone was the first to point out the 
existence of an auriferous tract of counn 
try in tbe region referred to; but a Ger- 
man explorer, one Ilerr Manch, subse- 
quently visited the locality, and his re- 
ports were eg glowing that a few adven- 
turous characters immediately started for 
the New El Dorado. Several exploring 
particH, properly orgnnizud, have since 
L'ono up, and until they report pr igress 
we can barely hazard an opinion of the 
vahie of the discovery ; sufBce it to say 
that at present we are not told of alli.vial 
dipf^ings bo'np foond, and only know that 
numerous gold hearing quartz ri;efs have 
been noticed, somo of which are reported 
to bo very rich. To one vpho has had 
any experience in a gold country ir. h 
i^omewhat amusing to see the eagerncBS 
with which some sangnine spirits are de- 
termined to brave all obstacles and tlifli- 
ciiltios, and rush up to tbo land of promise 
to make their "pile" — as if quartz reefs 
could bo made to disgorpo their treasures 
as easily as a clam bed at low water. 
Of coiir°e, the matrix oncd proved lo be 
tlii ic .u abundance and worth working, 
it will not bo long before mills will bo set 
in operaiion to extract the ore, and tho 
probability im siioog that alluvial ues 
posits will be found in the neighborhood, 
but at present there is nothing to Induce 
a rush, which interested parties are trying 
to excite in England, and should further 
discoveries of value bo made I will send 
you word. 

ScientlGc men have mooted tbe idea, 
and Sir Roderick Mnrchisoa favors it, 
that these recent discoveries have unfold^ 
ed tho site of tho Ophir of Holy Writ 
which is supposed to have been at or near 
Sofala. Certain it is that there are traces 
where some of the miners have at present 
been engaged, of mining having heea vory 
aocient and extensively carried on, and 
according to report the rnins of the city 
tself have been found. Indeed, old books 
of travel allude to the existence of these 
ruins, so that it is no new discovery any 
more than tho existence of the precious 
mctaJa aro. The nhief diflTieulty which tho 
scientiSc fraternity experience in asserting 
positively ;iiat Solomon's ships brooghi 
their treasures from South Africa and not 
from Arabia, India nr Aby.ssinia (wlienee 
tho Queen of Sheba came) as various 
autlioi 'Lies have irom time to time con- 
tended, lies in the fact that they are said 
to have brought "Peacocks' feathers," 
whereas, peacocks belong to tbe lud, and 
not to Soiitlinrn Africa. We have Ivory 
and apes in ubniidaiice (the latter being 
common to most countries), and so far us 
the huge "Almug trees'' of which Solo 
mon made the pillars of the Temple, are 
concerned, they argue thr.* tlierj is good 
reason for sujipositig that these were none 
other than "Kbony trees," which ara said 
^0 grow in Moselekatzos country to an 
enormous sizo. Sir Roderick, I believe, 
.'jurinuunts t' e peacock difficulty by assum 
ing that in tbe original no distinction was 
known between ostrich and peacock 
leathers Let Hebrew Bcbolurs admit, 
be says, that the words wore .synonymous, 
and cverytliing else that wo glean from 
the lOlh chap, ot the Book of Kings coin- 
cides with r;'cent developments, and 
points to the Sofala of South Eastern 
Africa as tbe place that Solomon's ships 
traded to for tbo treasures of Ophir. I 
am writing from memory and cannot ro"- 
call tbe luuna of the first Lord (if the 
Aiiiniraliy who controlled the I^avul 
Department, but the time tbe ships took 
would also favor tho supposition that 
they must have gone a greater distance 
than heretofore supposed, llerain, (that 
was the name of ttiu lloyid Controller) 
Ment his navy to Opliir every three yearri. 
I conclude luy comments on the gold fields 
by onclo.sing the particulars of an assay 
of a piece of quariz made by the assayers 
to tho Ji.mk of linglaud, showing 1186 
ounces of gold and GO ounces of silver lo 
tho ton, but tho knowing ones are not 
riii-led iiy such startling figures. It is an 
easy matter to select specimons that will 
assay largely.

Editor Colomst : — If I err in saying that in 
the absence of any spaciivl agreumont as to 
tho lato of interest, it is fiied by tho law in 
this Colony at 10 per cent per annum, some 
one of your readers learned in the law will I 
hope correot mt. 

lu a oasfl reotntly tried before Mr Sanders, 
at C'inton, ho deeitled that tho cr<3ditor had a 
right to fix tho rate of interest r.t 3 per cent 
per month, and that tbe half yearly charge of 
interest in cufent accounts furnished to the 
debtor, was legal evidence of r. contract. This 
I take to be a saiLpla of British Columbian 
law. Tbo defendant gave notico of appeal nnd 
named two sureties residing in tho locali'.y , 
the constable at Clinton telegraphed to his 
Worship at New Westminster and received 
tho following reply: — •' No — householders — 
debt free — three times the amount — defendant 
to pay telegrams." There is another illegal 
decision ; tbe law says double tbo amount it 
snfBcient, and sorely the dcfendaut is not to 
pay for t<!l«grams rendered necessars by the 
abseniuk uisKiatraio. Tue moaning or 
tbs telegram is simply this: The law says 
yon may appeal, but I say ao I Illegality is 
law in this favored distriot.

AUHBRSTiiuilo, Ontario, Dec, 24, 18G8. — A 
lira broke out last night in tho south ward of 
the Lunatic Asylum hero. Ono woman was 
suflbcated, and two others badly burned. Tho 
building was saved with groat dilUculty. 

IIahkax, Dec. 20, 18G8.— At a lecture do. 
livercd at Cornwallis last night by Mr flowo, 
one of tbs aodienee enpuired if be had ac- 
cepted tbe sitaation, Mr Howe replied — '.Many 
changes have been rung upon tbe words, ' uc> 
copied tbe situation.' When King David's 
son lay sick unto death, David nopt'gricv- 
ouBly nnd prayed to the Lord. Tho child died, 
David arose and accepted tho situation. In 
this way wo have been obliged to accept tho 
siiuation ; not becanso wo like it, but because 
wo cannot work miracles, and earthly means 
have beon exbaustod.

Politics in the Englisli Pnlplt. 

Tho interests of clergymen In politieal affairs 
is by no means confined to tho United States, 
in England thoy appear to exercise a more 
decided influence than In that country; as ap- 
pears from tho following extracts from Eng« 
lish piipera : • ' 

Two persons wore dissuaded from voting for 
Mr. Vaugbaa, in Cardiganshire, by a preacher 
who pressed upon them that It was a ''matter 
of the soul," and that "neither of them had a 
chance of being saved in tbe day of the Lord if 
they voted agiinst Mr. Richard." Another 
preacher uttered the following at aohapel near 
Llangrnnag ; "I know all tho Disisonters in 
tho lower fKtrt of tho country. I aliall bo at 
the pole on the day of election, nnd if I see 
any Dissenter voting for Vaughan I will ex- 
pose liiin withtiut mercy."
